elections for Feb. 9 in St. Louis to 
fill two senate vacancies. 
The tipoff is this: He wouldn’t 
have to eall the expensive special 
elections at all unless a special 
session was in the offing. 
More Drought Money 
One subject 
probably 
will 
bo 
Donnelly’s own request for more 
money to continue the state’s bat­ 
tle against drought by paving ship­ 
ping costs on hay. He called a 
special session last October for 
that purpose and got $6^ million 
in state and federal money. 
But now. Donnelly says, the state 
t^as shipped in over 500.000 tons of 
hay and practically used up all the 
money. He stopped all shipments 
as of yesterday and said it prob­ 
ably would take a special session 
before the program could be re­ 
vived. 
He’s had a wealth of other sug­ 
gestions for legislative action. Just 
yesterday, four republican m ajor­ 
ity leaders in the house suggested 
the special session eall should in­ 
clude financial help for the public 
schools, mental hospitals and local 
governments, plus a tightened up 
traffic code to slow down the pace 
of death and injury on the higl*- 
ways. 
The four Republicans—Speaker 
L e s t e r Vonderschmidt of Holt 
County, Speaker Pro Tern Charles- 
Fain of Taney County, Floor Lead­ 
er Christian SLpp of Carroll Coun­ 
ty and GOP cat- :.. Ch irm an \

—can e up with a double-barreled 1 
idea for helping the schools and 
the cities and counties. 
They suggested the revenue from 
Missouri’s income tax. now a little 
better than $25 million a year, be 
split between the public schools 
and the local governments. 
That would eliminate tl«e need 
for a bonus appropriation to public 
schools above the regular one-third 
of general revenue. It would give 
the schools an estimated SS1-» mil­ 
lion more every two years, they 
said. 
Vetoed School Bonus 
Last fall Donnelly vetoed a $9.- 
250,000 bonus to the schools and 
his action now is being tested in 
the Supreme Court. 
The suggestion also would elimi­ 
nate the need for the St 
Louis 
earnings tax. they said, while giv­ 
ing help to other cities and coun­ 
ties facing financial diffulties. 
Donnelly set the special h#~>use 
elections for ^eb. 16 in these coun­ 
ties: 
Sullivan County, to rplace the 
late Rep. G B. Fisher; St Charles 
County, replace Om ar Sehnatmet­ 
er; Washington County, to replace 
William Mae Gum: Morgan Coun­ 
ty, to replace Reno A. Warneke and 
La Fayette County, to replace E rn­ 
est W. Baker. The last four re­ 
signed to take incompatible jobs. 
All five were members of the Re­ 
publican 
majority.

"Aitnough the President’s mo­ 
tives are, as always, sincere, his 
advisers have sold him a bad bill 
oi goods," Bricker said in a pre­ 
pared speech. 
Bricker told bis colleagues he 
had hoped for a time to reach a 
“mutually satisfactory agreement” 
with the White House. He blamed 
the President's advisers, and Sec­ 
retary of State Dulles in particu­ 
lar. lor preventing this. 
“No reasonable compromise ap­ 
pealed to Mr, Dulles,” he said. 
Discussions 
now 
have ended, 
Bricker declared, and it is “un­ 
likely that the discussions will re­ 
sume.” 
Despite the President’s objec­ 
tions, Bricker predicted: “A con­ 
stitutional amendment to protect 
the 
American 
people 
against 
abuses of the treaty-m aking pow­ 
er will be passed.” 
In a brief Senate speech last 
Friday, Bricker implied he thought 
the President should stay out of 
the fight over his amendment. 
Today, he said he considered it 
“appropriate” for the adm inistra­ 
tion to “participate in this mo­ 
mentous 
constitutional 
debate.” 
Then he added: 
“But it W'ould be highly im­ 
proper, in my judgm ent for the 
administration to use patronage 
and other types of pressures in 
an effort to defeat the proposed 
am endm ent.”

RIO DE JANEIRO. Brazil </F — 
The government hotly denied today 
any responsibility for the* recent 
slf/irp rise in coffee prices. It seid 
it was attempting 1o insure ade­ 
quate shipments to consumer m ar­ 
kets. especially the United States. 
The official statement, issued by 
Foreign Mini* ter Vicente Rao, re­ 
plied to w h a t the government 
called “ insinuations” that it had 
caused the rises by “direct or in­ 
direct action.” Brazilian sources 
have claimed the increases were 
due to increased world consump­ 
tion and short su p p h , resulting 
from frost damage* to many Brazil­ 
ian trees.

in Washington 
yesterday that full-scale U. S. in­ 
vest igation was under way. U. S. 
coffee trade sources have predict­ 
ed the price m ay reach $1.25 a 
pound. 
Rao declared the Brazilian gov­ 
ernment “does not intervene in the 
market to provoke higl^ price in­ 
creases.” On the contrary, he add­ 
ed, it is “disposed to discourage 
any price hiking maneuvers seek­ 
ing to take advantage of a statisti­ 
cal position caused only by frosts 
and other climatic factors.”

The tipoff is this: He wouldn't 
have to call the expensive special 
elections at all unless a special 
session was in the offing. 
More Drought Money 
One subject probably 
will be 
Donnelly’s own request for more 
money to continue the state’s b at­ 
tle against drought by paying ship­ 
ping costs on hay. He called a 
special session last October for 
that purpose and got $f>i£ million 
in state and federal money. 
But now. Donnelly says. the state 
fcjas shipped in over 500.000 tons of 
hay and practically used up all tho 
money. He stopped all shipm ents 
as of yesterday and said it prob­ 
ably would take a special session 
before the program could be re ­ 
vived. 
He’s had a wealth of other sug­ 
gestions for legislative action. Just 
yesterday, four republican m ajor­ 
ity leaders in the house suggested 
the special session call should in­ 
clude financial help for the public 
schools, m ental hospitals and local 
governm ents, plus a tightened up 
traffic code to slow down the pace 
of death and injury on the hight- j 
ways.

How­ 
ever, this is not to say that there 
are not 
industries irresponsible 
enough to resort to the same crim­ 
inal, strong-arm 
goonism. 
The answer to this problem, as 
this editorial column has said be­ 
fore, is some guts in Washington, 
some guts in state capitals, some 
guts in court houses and city halls. 


As long as political officials will 
turn their backs on crime in labor 
strife, there’ll be more of it. This, 
even though crime is crime no mat­ 
ter who the criminal or victim is. 
However, none of us voters can 
nod our head in self-satisfied a- 
greement to the charge that men 
in office, at least, too many of 
them, are not showing guts in la­ 
bor crime.

Miss. County Extension Notes 


First place honors in the South­ 
east Missouri District have been 
awarded to the Mac. R. McClana- 
han family of near Bertrand in a 
Balanced Farming contest spon­ 
sored by the St. Louis Chamber 
of Commerce in cooperation with 
the Missouri College of Agricul­ 
ture. The McClanahans have been 
awarded a trip to St. Louis at 
which time they w ill be enter­ 
tained and receive special recog­ 
nition for their accomplishments. 
A Balanced Farming plan for 
this 360 acre farm was started "in 
1951. George U. Shelby, owner, 
took the initiative by joining the 
local association and has enthusi­ 
astically supported the program 
as worked out by th e c o u n tv ex­ 
tension agents and the McClana­ 
hans. 
This farm has a rather sandy 
soil and was not considered to be 
the most productive type of soil. 
Prior to starting this program, it 
was producing 30 bushels of corn 
per acre, % bale of cotton, the 
soybeans were 
yellow, 
showing 
potash deficiency and poor drain­ 
age was a problem. 
The old ditches were cleaned 
out and enlarged and where nec­ 
essary new ditches 
were 
con­ 
structed. A carefully taken soil 
sample from each field was ana­ 
lyzed and heavy applications of 
commercial 
fertilizer 
were 
rec­ 
ommended. In fact the fertilizer 
cost for the past year was approx­ 
imately $3,500.00. 
The average corn yield on the 
70 acres planted to this crop in 
1953 was 70 bushels per acre. This, 
according to those who judged 
this contest, is a good yield for 
any farmer and exceptionally good 
for the past dry season. However, 
the 400 lbs. of 3-9-27 and 120 lbs. 
of anhydrous along with a good 
crop of rye and 
vetch 
plowed 
down, is a large part of the reason 
such results were obtained. The 
choice five acres of this corn, 
checked for the IOO Bushel Corn 
Club, produced 133.1 bushels per 
acre which was the highest yield 
in the county. 
The cotton on this farm aver­ 
aged IV2 bales 
per 
acre. 
The 
wheat made 35 bushels per acre. 
Soybeans W’ere not so good, but 
there were no signs of potash de­ 
ficiency.

nation, our farmers suffered from 
declining prices of things they had 
to sell

prices of the things they bought. 
Again, many have been troubled 
with fears that things might be­ 
come worse in the future. Some 
of these fears are concerned with 
surpluses that may bring on more 
government allotments and acre­ 
age controls. While they prefer 
these rather 
than 
disasterously 
low prices, they would prefer that 
controls were not considered nec­ 
essary. 
Generally, farmers had reason 
to be pleased with the best small 
grain and cotton crops in years. 
Corn yields were fail 
to extra 
good in spots, and the average may 
be said to have been lair or bet­ 
ter. Pasture and hay crops were 
poor and soybeans, while varied, 
w’ere generally little better. Hog 
prices were good, but most cattle 
ow’ners have not recovered from 
the downward price trend that be- 
} gan in 1952.

There's Color in the Snow 


TITH RN the view from your w in- 
Vl dow looks like a w inter w on­ 
derland, with the snow -covered 
landscape sparkling under a clear. 
blue sky—th at’s your cue to get 
out w ith your cam era and be sure 
that you have color film in it. 
W hether you 
encounter such 
acenes regularly on home ground, 
or see them when vacationing in 
colder climes, they offer w onder­ 
fu l picture-taking opportunities. 
Why the em phasis on color, w hen 
snow is so white? For the very 
good reason that it offers such a 
very fine background for the peo­ 
ple and things you’ll be picturing.

A cough that hangs on for a long 
time may be a symptom of ser­ 
ious trouble or it may be some­ 
thing minor that can be cleared 
up quickly with a doctor’s advice. 
But any measures which attack 
only the symptom are not going 
to cure the real trouble. 
The days when people used to 
prescribe for themselves for every 
known ailment from the patent 
medicine ads are long gone. Most 
people are too w’ell informed to 
be deceived by something that 
promises to cure everything from 
tuberculosis to ingrowiv toenails, 
and such remedies are seldom ad­ 
vertised. But many people will 
doctor themselves with cough rem ­ 
edies which may be excellent in 
their place—which is temporary 
relief of a cough—but which may 
simply delay necessary medical 
attention. 
This kind of .self-deception is 
especially tragic 
if 
tuberculosis 
is the cause of the cough. In its 
early, most easily curable stages 
TB usually has no noticeable sym­ 
ptoms, By the time a persistent 
cough appears, the disease m a' 
have a strong foothold. It can be 
cured, but any delay may mean 
that the cure wdll be long anc. 
difficult. A long delay may be fa­ 
tal.

age. If it should be TB, they ma;

cause special discomfort at the 
moment, but may cause seriou 
trouble later.

world. 
A persistent cough should al­ 
ways be called to the doctor’s at­ 
tention.

And Hcs Amazing Results 


BENTON - A former Sikestonian, 
William J. B. Taylor Jr., changed 
jeers to cheers the past year when 
irrigated his crops and came forth 
with one of the best harvests and 
enough money to keep up payments 
on the government loan he had 
taken. 
Although he worked at 
night 
putting down wells for his parched 
Scott County fields and drew com­ 
ments from “ he’s crazy” to even 
worse statements. A newr comer to 
scheme got results and made be­ 
lievers of his jesters. 
Change Viewpoint 
What they saw at the end of 
the last growing season changed 
their viewpoint in a hurry. Corn 
yield increased from his 15-bushiel 
average tl«c year before to a 40- 
bushel average on 51 acres. The 
17 acres of the 51 that got 2.5 inches 
of water from irrigation made 65 
bushels. 
Even 
more spectacular 
w a s 
Taylor’s success with 
c o t t o n . 
From 25.9 acres he got 34 bales 
for 
an 
average 
of 
about 
545 
pounds as acre. A farm in the 
same area with the sam e sandy 
soil but some difference in fer­ 
tilizer application and no irriga­ 
tion made just 265 pounds of lint 
cotton per acre. 
The increased yields of corn and 
cotton paid for the cost of the 
irrigation system plus about $1400 
profit. Taylor already has made 
arrangements to pay up current on 
his loan with the Farm ers Home 
Admini; tr; tion. He t«as a new truck 
and is going hell bent for leather 
in soiling irrigation equipment. 
Taylor, born Jan. 25, 1924 at 
Cape Girardeau, is compactly built 
of modiurn height, and p 
« sed 
of a smile as quick to flash as 
heat lightning in summertime. In 
full he is William Jennings Bryan 
Taylor Jr., so designated by his 
father on 
the ground 
that the 
parent never got his name mix* d 
up with anyone’s and though* his 
son might as well share in the ar­ 
rangement. 
War II Veteran 
A 
graduate 
of 
Sikeston 
high 
school m 1942, he served in the 
Arm.v in World War II and was 
separated at Jefferson Barracks 
Jan. 9, 1946. Two months Miter he 


met the former Betty Jean John­ 
son of Sikeston through 
mutual 
friends and on June 2, 1946, they 
were married. 
At this point, farming was not 
in the picture. Taylor was a de­ 
signer for Woehlecke Florists in 
Sikeston, 
where 
he 
worked 
for 
about six years. Along with) the 
flowers came informal” talks with 
his father, now with the Mathews 
Estate, about buying a little farm 
where the parent might go on re­ 
tirement. 
For reasons reflecting a number 
of things, the son finally told his 
father, who previously had worked 
for the State Highway D epartment 
and the Scott County Milling Co., 
that he would like to operate any 
farm his parent purchased. 
Father Bought Land 
Ultimately 
the 
senior 
Taylor 
bought the 120 acres southeast of 
Benton near Morley 
where 
the 
younger Taylor, his wife and two 
sons. 4 years old and 2 months, 
now live. 
The son rented the property at 
the usual rate of one fourth of the 
cotton and one third of the corn. 
In the fall of 1950 he and his w ife 
v.ont to t!f Farm ers Home Admin­ 
istration office in the courthouse 
here to apply for a production and 
subsistence loan for a tractor and 
other operating equipment. 
Taylor found he was firmly snar- j 
ed in a confusing situation. He 
wanted tc take G. I. agricultural 
training but he was not eligible 
unless he lived on a farm. The ; 
Government did not want to put 
him on the farm because he did 
not have any agricultural experi­ 
ence. 
His enthusiasm, plus the fact his 
wife had been raised on a farm 
and w'as wholeheartedly in favor 
of the plan, finally gained him a 
$3500 loan to be paid in five years 
at 5 per cent interest. 
Fair Crop in 1951 
In the fall of 1951 Taylor had 
made a fair crop and “paid up 
current” for the year. With good 
growing conditions he had received 
a corn yield averaging 60 bushels 
an acre. Now he took a step he i 
later w'as to regret many times. 
Against the 
advice of virtually 


everyone, 
I* 
dt eided to plunge 
on corn in 1952 by pfhnting 95 acres 
in that crop. 
Taylor had not c o u n t e d on 
drouth. When the increment from 
the seared fields was measured, 
his corn had averaged only 15 bush­ 
els instead of 60. Almost overnight, 
the young war veteran, now the 
father of a good looking son, found 
himself $1375 plus interest behind 
schedule. 
While the crops still were burn­ 
ing up, Bill Taylor and his dad 
held a council of war and decided 
some drastic revisions would l*ave 
to be m ade if the son were tc stay 
in the farming business. They came 
up with irrigation. 
Little Information Found 
They soon discovered that in­ 
formation on the subject was hard 
to come by. They wrote the College 
of Agriculture for what literature 
was available there. They went to 
have a lock at a rice farm w'ell. 
Any place that had any data was 
investigated or contacted. 
Finally, they were ready to try 
a well. It was an improvised ar­ 
rangement 
with 
casings of old 
hot water tanks. In the fall of 1952 
Taylor got it down 30 feet with* a 
sand bucket and was encouraged 
to find it produced 150 gallons a 
minute. Only that was not enough. 
With a d d i t i o n a l information 
gleaned in the meantime, he turned 
to four-inch pipe. This he put down 
by mounting an A-frame over the 
shaft and sinking the pipe by ex­ 
cavating inside it with a sand buck­ 
et. By working at all hours Taylor, 
by July 1, 1953, had drilled three 
wells, one on each 40 acres, to a 
depth of 53 feet. Cost he estimates 
at the “dirt cheap” total of $100 
for end« 
Water is taken out by centrif­

Not all Royal C anadian M ounted 
Police are m ounted; and not all 
are men. M any are just friends of 
m an, but they are called “ Moun­ 
tie s” — and for good reason. They 
arc the dogs who serve with the 
C anadian Mounted Police. 


U nder the supervision of C om ­ 
m issioner L. H. Nicholson in O tta­ 
wa, che RCMP now has 250 dog 
“ M ounties,” 23 of whom are Police 
Service Dogs and 227 sled dogs. 
The form er are used to track down 
m iscrea n ts and crim inals, the lat­ 
ter for transport in the Arctic. 
The four - legged 
“ M ounties” 
w ere organized officially in 1936. 
A constable is assigned to each 
rec ru it and is the sole handler, 
the only one the dog obeys and 
from he accepts food. Just like the 
m en 
and 
the 
horses, 
the dogs, 
which 
include Shepherds, Dober­ 
m an P inschers, for training and 
work. 
Once 
a 
year the service 
canines go back to headquarters 
for a refresher course. 
In the far North, where foed is 
scarce and sled loads m ust be lim ­ 
ited to the absolute essentials, the 
dogs keep healthy and active on a 
diet of walrus, seal, caribou, hares, 
and lem m ings which are caught 
as needed. Their great endurance 
is perh ap s best shown by the fact 
that they can puil sleds wieghing 


1.000 pounds or m ore, covering as 
m any as 25 miles a day at six or 
seven miles per hour. 
Whether in police work, or on 
patrol in the wilds, the Mounties 
(canine variety) are another ex­ 
am ple of the* fine partnership be­ 
tween m an and dog.

Not all Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police are m ounted; and not all 
are men. Many are just friends of 
man. but they are called “ Moun­ 
ties” — and for good reason.

Under the supervision of Com­ 
missioner L. H. Nicholson in O tta­ 
wa, the RCMP now has 250 dog 
“ Mounties,’’ 23 of whom are Police 
Service Dogs and 227 sled dogs. 
The form er are used to track down 
m iscreants and crim inals, the lat­ 
ter for transport in the Arctic. 
The four - legged “ M ounties” 
were organized officially in 1936. 
A constable is assigned to each 
(recruit and is the sole handler, 
the only one the dog obeys and 
from he accepts food. Just like the 
men and the horses, the dogs, 
which include Shepherds, Dober­ 
man Pinschers, for training and 
work. Once a year the service 
canines go back to headquarters 
for a refresher course.
